The following brief sketch 
of the careor of this fina old sailor, 
taken fram “ Men of the ‘limo” may

Sartorius, Sir George Rose, K.0.B., 
Admiral, of the Fleet, eldest son of the 
Into Colonel of Engincors, J. O, Sar- 


‘ torius, of the E1.C.’s servioo, and ‘of 


Annabella Rose, granddaughter of Ad- 
miral Harvey, was born Aug. 9, 1790. 
Atan early age he entered the navy, 
was prosent at tho battle of Trafalgar, 
commanded a gunboat at the sieve of 
Cadiz, and was throo times mentioned 
in the’ Gazelle for boating services. 
When in command of the Slaney, he 
was present at the surrondor of tho 


Emperor Napoleon, in 1815, to the 
squadron under oe Captain 
‘Sir Frederick Muitl? the Bellero- 
phon. In 1830-31, he was engaged by 
the Tercoira Regoncy, actiny for the 
young Queen of Portuyal, to fit out 
and take the command of a squadron 
to’ act against the usurper, Don Mig- 
uel. 
much embarrassed by a factious opposi- 
tion ; and owing to this causo,an] fo 
the contradictory orders issued from 
hoad-quarters, ho had a very critical 
duty to perform. During the continn. 
ation of the contest that onsued, a 
spirit of discontent sprang up among 
the seamen, who became mutinous in:

to the Spanish shores, ahd great priva- 
tion was caused hy the failure of pro. 
visions This last avil was only remo- 
died by the Admiral purchasing, at his 
owa cost, supplies of meat and bigouit ; 


but for'this the squadron must have 


been surrendered to tho Spanish Go. 
vernmont, He had soon after to menace 
with an attack a Spanish squadron, of a 
line.of-buttlo ship, a frigate, and cor- 
vottes, ‘gout to drive -him out of Spanish: 
waters ; and with mutinous crews he 
managad to fight two actions eventu. 


ally succeeding in driving the enemy's 


ships into Lisbon, whilo the Tarus was 
blockaded and Oporto kept free during 
the time of his command.
